Washington, Feb. 19. 


Whereas, information has been received 


that sundry lawless persons, principally per- 
sons of color, combined together for the pur- 
pose of opposing by force the laws of the- 
United States, did, at Boston, Massachusetts, 
on the 15th inst., make a violent assault on 
the Marshal, or Deputy Marshal of the U. S. 
for the District of Massachusetts, in the Comrt 
House, and did outrage to the said officers, 
and did by force rescue from custody a person 
arrested aa a Fugitive Slave and then and 
there the prisoner lawfully held by the said 
Marshal or Deputy Marshal of U. S., and oth- 
er scandalous outrages, did commit in viola- 
tion of the law: 


Now therefore, to the end that the authori- 


ty of the laws may be maintained and those 
concerned in violating them, be brought to 
immediate punishment, I issue this proclama- 
tion, calling upon all well disposed citizens to 
rally to the support of the laws of the country, 
and commanding all officers, civil and milita- 
ry, who shall be found in the vieinity pf this 
outrage to be aiding by all means in their 
power in quelling this and other such combin- 
ations, and assisting the Marshal and his Dep- 
uties in recapturing the above mentioned pris- 
oner. 


And I do especially direct that prosecution 


be commenced against the authorities who 
shidl be aiders of this flagitous offence, and do 
further command that the District Attorney 
of the U. S. and all other persons concerned 
in the administrntion of the laws of the U. S.
